SPECIFIC AREA

NAVFAC P-80 indicates one type "A" washrack for each 40 rotary wing aircraft.

Because of extensive over water training requirements NAVAIR corrosion control
guidance requires each aircraft to be washed a minimum of once every two weeks.
This totals approximately 400 washes at New River per month. Based on 20 work-
days per month and 4 hours per aircraft, a requirement exists for I0 type "A"
washracks or the capability of washing more than one aircraft at a time on each
washrack.

The
requirement is for one Type-I (910 SY) rinse facility for rotary
wing aircraft.
